El Paso, Tex., Jan u ary 22— The 
b ody of the twenty-fourth American 
murdered in Mexico in the past two 
weeks, was b rought here today. 
It 
was the corpse of Bert L. Acres, a 
ranchman, who crossed the b order in­ 
to Mexico last night to track some 
cattle b andits had rustled from his 
property. 
Two Mexicans who took part in the 
killing of Acres only sev enteen miles 
south of El Paso, were under a r ­ 
rest in Juarez. 
They claimed self 
defense. 
With Douglass Lawrence, another 
American, Acres reached the little 
v illage 
of 
San 
Lorenzo, 
Mexico. 
Acres saw his cattle in a corral b ack 
of a Mexican adob e house. 
Sev eral 
Mexicans, all armed with guns, im­ 
mediately opened fire o(n ¡the two 
Americans. 
Acres was instantly kill­ 
ed, shot in the b ack. 
Lawrence, mounted, 
fled for the 
b order. 
His horse was twice nipped 
b y b ullets b ut continued the journey. 
Lawrence told the story to officials, 
insisting that sev eral of the Mexicans 
were dressed in uniforms of Carrati- 
zista soldiers.

MEXICANS BLOW UP TRAIN 


Refugee Tells of Death of Twenty- 
Three Persons In Train Destroyed 


by Zapata— One Passenger Survived 


— Shot For Defending U. S. 


El Paso. Tex., Jan. 22.—Governor 
Ignacio Enriquez, of the state of Chi­ 
huahua, arrived in Juarez, accom­ 
panied by his staff. 
"I came here to 
organize the civil government of the 
state of Chihuahua on the border,” 
Governor Enriquez said. 
On the re­ 
port of Villas capture he said: 
"I have no knowledge as to where 
the report started and I have had no 
confirmation of it. 
The military au­ 
thorities are trying to get news from 
their outlying commands regarding 
the report.” 
He added that he did not credit the 
report. 
The governor declared that 
a campaign against General Benjamin 
Argumedo and his allied forces was 
about to be launched.

on National Defense Issue, to Pre­ 


vent Possible Inaction by Congress. 


W ashington, Jan. 22.—It is becom­ 
ing more evident day by day that the 
congress, in adopting a policy for bet­ 
ter preparedness for national defense, 
will disregard the advice of both radi­ 
cals and the ultra-conservatives. The 
situation with w-hich the legislative 
body has to deal is aptly Illustrated 
by some of the speeches recently made 
by publicists. 
Theodore Roosevelt, in 
his address at Philadelphia, advocat­ 
ed the most farreaching program. 
Here in W ashington Oswald Gar­ 
rison Villard, delivered a speech in 
which he severely criticised the pres­ 
ent 
preparedness 
program 
on 
the 
ground that it provides for doing too 
much. 
The president is committed to a 
course that lies between the two ex­ 
tremes. 
His sudden decision to ap* 
peal to the country is to arouse the 
people to the importance of doing 
something in the way of preparedness 
or congress probably will not do any­ 
thing. 
The division in the congress is not 
along party lines. 
The statem ent was 
made at the White House th at the 
speeches the president will make on 
his forthcoming trip will in no sense 
be partisan. 
The officers of the arm y who are 
giving their views to the two militar> 
committees 
in 
the 
congress 
are 
strongly 
urging 
universal 
military 
service for young men. 
The adm inistration does not be­ 
lieve the country 
is yet ready to 
adopt the universal military service 
policy. 
There appears to be a grow­ 
ing sentim ent in the military com­ 
m ittees in favor of the tederal go\- 
ernm ent 
taaing 
over 
the 
national 
guard and building it up into the 
strong military force. 
The executive committee of the As­ 
sociation of Military Schools and Col­ 
leges asked the house military com­ 
mittee, to give the forty-two private 
institutions in the association better 
facilities for training their 10,000 stu­ 
dents to become reserve officers. 
Colonel S. C. Jones, of the New 
York 
military 
institute, 
said 
5,000 
boys were graduated from the schools 
last 
year, all of whom 
had 
been 
trained along lines laid down a t \\ est 
Point and were fitted to become sec­ 
ond lieutenants of volunteers. 
Comprehensive plans for use of the 
railroads in mobilizing the army are 
being drawn up by Secretary Garri­ 
son in co-operation with a committee 
of railroad officials, headed by Fair­ 
fax Harrison, president of the South­ 
ern railway. 
Secretary Daniels and the navy ad­ 
visory board have already begun col­ 
lecting data on m anufacturing plants.

SWEPT BY FLOODS 


Thousands 
cl Acres 
Under 


Water: Hundreds Maroonud. 


Chicago, Jan. 22.—N orthern Illinois 
is facing flood conditions such as have 
not been experienced for a decade. 
Small stream s were swollen into tor­ 
rents and larger rivers overflowed 
their banks and inundated thousands 
of 
acres, 
marooned 
hundreds 
of 
homes, threatened pollution of water 
supplies and did damage estim ated at 
many hundred thousand dollars. 
Joliet and nearby towns suffered 
from the overflow of the Des Plaines 
river and its tributaries, which inun­ 
dated the village of Rockdale to a 
depth 
of six 
feet, 
swept 
away 
a 
bridge at Channobon and inundated 
the lower section of Joliet. 
In the valley of the Fox river, from 
Elgin to Ottawa, there was flood dam ­ 
age, the greatest danger being at Au­ 
rora, where whole sections 
of 
the 
city were flooded. 
Further north the Rock river and 
its confluents, the Pecatonica and Su­ 
gar rivers, threatened the destruction 
of 
interurban 
and 
steam 
railroad 
bridges. 
Boats and rafts took the 
place of wagons and automobiles in 
many towns and cities. 
No loss of life was reported, but 
many 
persons 
were 
assisted 
from 
their homes. 
In Chicago a warning 
to boil the w ater was issued by the 
health authorities because of possible 
sewage pollution and all day firemen 
were kept busy pumping out flooded 
basements. 
The 
East 
bridge 
over

Des 
Plaines river at Channabon, ten miles 
southwest of Joliet, was swept away. 
The 200-ton structure resisted the 
crush of ice and w ater for hours, but 
gave way when the river had risen

crashed against the superstructure.

TURKS FLEE FROM RUSSIANS 


Alm ost Wiped Out Ottoman A rm y In 


Persia, Capturing Much Booty— On 


W ay to Form Junction With British 


London, Jan. 22.— A powerful al­ 
lied squadron, presumably part of the 
fleet withdrawn from the Dardanelles, 
bombarded Porto I^agos, the Bulgar­ 
ian seaport on the Aeyrr*’i, which lies 
in the immediate neighborhood ca ‘ 
ward of the Greek border and about 
one hundred miles east of Salónica. 
The naval guns silenced the ports’ 
defense fort's cannon, whereupon a 
force was landed. 
This force pro­ 
ceeded northward in the direction of 
the im portant Bulgarian coastal rail­ 
way, with the object of cutting it, but 
was m et by a superior Bulgarian de­ 
tachm ent and forced to withdraw. 
Tbe 
Bulgarian 
guns 
emplacements 
were destroyed prior to the re-em­ 
barkation. 
Sixteen allied warships participat­ 
ed in the attack. 
On the same day an allied squadron 
of twenty-four units launched a vig­ 
orous fire against Dedeaghatch, the 
chief Bulgarian port on th * Aegean. 
The two attacks are generally under­ 
stood here to be the opening of oper­ 
ations on a large scale against the 
Bulgarian coast, with the object of 
the landing of a large force, and the 
ultim ate aim of cutting the orient 
line in Bulgaria. 
These operations, 
If successful also would compel the 
Bulgars to withdraw important forces 
from the Macedonian front and might 
eventually go a long way toward in­ 
fluencing Greece’s attitude. 
The 
Russian 
forces 
in 
Persia, 
which are trying to form a junction 
with the British in Mesopotamia, are 
said almost to have wiped out the 
main Turkish army, which is fleeing 
before the czar’s troops in confusion. 
Great quantities of ammunition, guns 
and other booty have been captured. 
A dispatch from Teheran announces 
that the Russian columns have pushed 
to and occupied the town of Sultana- 
bad, 150 miles southw est of Teheran 
and about an equal distance north­ 
west of Ispahan. 
The garrisons and 
the German consul have fled to Bour- 
oudjir, fifty miles west of Sultanabad. 
The 
Russians 
still 
have 
several 
hundred miles to go before they can 
join the British forces in Mesopota­ 
mia. 
The latter, however, have been 
strengthened, General Alymer, 
with 
volunteers, having approached Kut- 
El-Amara, 
where a 
British expedi­ 
tionary force has been surrounded by 
the Turks. 
With the Russian and 
British forming a junction, it is be­ 
lieved almost certain here that Bag­ 
dad will fall to the allies. 
The next 
step, it is hinted, would be an over­ 
land march upon Constantinople. 
Newspaper dispatches from Vienna, 
by way of Switzerland and Paris, re­ 
port the renewal of active operations 
by the Austrians against the Monte­ 
negrins. 
One Austrian army is de­ 
clared to be marching along the Ad­ 
riatic toward Antivari, the seaport of 
Scutari, Albania, while detachments 
of the Austrian forces are said to be 
within fifteen miles of Scutari itself. 
Recent dispatches have stated that 
the seat of the M ontenegrin govern­ 
ment had been established at Scutari. 
Only minor artillery activity and 
mining operations are reported on 
the western front. 


BURNS

REVENGE! 


Lester Haggard Surrenders to Sheriff 
and Makes Confession. 
Danville, 111., Jan. 22.—Lester Hag­ 
gard. age twenty-four, is in jail here, 
havihg confessed burning a barn on 
the farm of Edward 
Christie 
near 
Amo. 
Haggard surrendered to Sher­ 
iff Gentry, saying he “bad his re­ 
venge.” 
Haggard was accused of stealing $3 
when employed by Christie in 1907, 
and he objected when the money was 
taken from his wages. 
He was in­ 
dicted, tried and sentenced to the 
penitentiary. 
Haggard on his release 
was employed again by Christie. Hag­ 
gard deliberately started the fire, he 
says, 
which 
destroyed 
the 
barn, 
horses, live stock and implements. 
He then came to Danville and told 
Sheriff Gentry what he had done, say­ 
ing: 
“You can do anything with me you 
want to, but I have had my revenge 
and don’t care what becomes of me.

Some National 
Banks Found Guilty 
of Usury Interest Rates. 
W ashington, Jan. 22.—Legislation, 
that will give the federal government 
power to prohibit all national banks 
from charging usurious rates of inter­ 
est on loans may result from testi­ 
mony given by the house committee 
on rules by John S. Williams, comp­ 
troller of the currency. 
It is likely that corrective legisla­ 
tion will be at once proposed by the 
banking and currency committee as 
recommended 
by 
Chairman 
Glass. 
This legislation will probably make it 
a criminal offense for a national bank 
officer to countenance a charge for a 
loan in excess of the legal limitation 
{ prescribed by the state laws. 
It was found that one bank was 
charging 1,000 per cent in some cases; 
other banks averaged 25 and 40 per 
cent on all loans.

today, ef­ 
fective this 
spring. 
Mitchell 
says 
the City Manager 
plan 
should be 
adopted by Des Moines. 
The bonded and floating indebted­ 
ness of Des Moines has increased 
nearly $1,000,000 since the plan was 
put in force seven years ago. 
The 
plan was heralded as one that would 
eliminate partisan 
politics from all 
municipal elections, 
place 
the re­ 
sponsibility for the success or fail­ 
ure of the city government upon the 
heads of the individual commission­ 
ers and generally make for economy 
and efficiency. Mitchell says politics 
has not been eliminated and that fi­ 
nancially the plan has accomplished 
no 
good. 
Mitchell 
favors electing 
councilmen by districts rather than 
at large, paying them for one meet­ 
ing a week. 
He believes all munici­ 
pal executive control should be vest­ 
ed in the 
City 
Manager, together 
with power to enforce all laws and 
ordinances and to control all city 
work. 
Mitchell believes this would 
kill the political 
phase

It is 
stated that in order to em barrass Car 
ran za an d America an d probably to 
brin g about In terven tion on our part 
he has executed these citizen s. 
Action by this coun try was the sub 
Ject of a spirited debate in con g ress, 
an d the question was discussed from 
every an g le. Sen ators, especially those 
from the states n ear the Mexican bor­ 
der, urg ed in terven tion in stron g terms. 
Most promin en t amon g these w’ere Sen ­ 
ator Fall of New’ Mexico an d Sen ator 
Borah of Idaho. 
Immediately after the murders Secre­ 
tary of State Lan sin g sen t a n ote to 
Presiden t 
Carran za 
deman din g 
the 
pun ishmen t of the Villa men g uilty of 
butcherin g the n in eteen men killed at 
San ta Ysabel after bein g stripped of 
their clothin g . 
Only One Man Escaped. 


Of the party of n in eteen min ers on ly 
on e escaped execution . This was Thom 
as B. Holmes of El Paso, whose story 
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Then I con tin ued farther un der the 
ban k, w’adin g the stream part of the 
time, un til I reached a poin t probably 
200 yards from the train . There I re 
main ed half or three-quarters of an 
hour. 
Later, after g oin g to several 
ran ches an d pickin g my w’ay cautious 
ly for several miles, I met up with an 
un kn own Mexican , w’bo directed me to 
Chihuahua city. 
I reached Chihuahua 
city 
Tuesday 
morn in g 
about 
7 :30 
o’clock. The foreg oin g facts are of my 
person al kn owledg e.” 
E. Ben Ootestad, w’ho arrived In El 
Paso with Mr. Holmes, stated that he 
had met him in Chihuahua city. 
“Holmes was badly scared,” he said, 
“an d feared to en ter the city at first. 
He had an old blan ket over his shoul­ 
ders an d n o bat. He thoug ht the ban ­ 
dits were layin g for W atson particu­ 
larly. 
“When the bodies reached the capl 
tal it was n oted that each had been 
shot throug h the forehead. All Ameri­ 
can s in Chihuahua were prepared to 
come to the border when I left because 
It was un certain whether the g arrison 
was for or ag ain st Carran za.” 
Villa Hated Watso n Mo st. 
Gen eral Villa’s person al an imosity 
ag ain st C. R. Watson , whom he be­ 
lieved to have in terfered with his am­ 
bition to be recog n ized by the Un ited 
States as provision al presiden t of Mex­ 
ico, is said by some of the min in g men 
in El Paso to have been the drivin g 
motive of the Chihuahua trag edy. 
Mr. W atson as chairman of the g roup 
of operators, most of whom are classi 
fled as in depen den ts, was ag g ressive 
an d able, 
n e had much to do with 
the relation s of the g roup to the Mexi­ 
can rulers. 
In the varyin g fortun es of 
the leaders he became well kn own to 
them. 
The story g oes that at thq» time Gen - 
iral Hug h L. Scott was holdin g parleys 
frith Villa in the middle of bridg es 
Villa expected full recog n ition . It was 
his custom to boast that certain pledg es 
had been made to him by Gen eral 
Scott. 
When the Un ited States recog ­ 
n ized Carran za the rag e of Villa kn ew 
n o boun ds, an d it is curren tly reported 
that amon g the objects of his hatred 
was Watson . 
Villa, it is said, g ot the 
impression that Watson had un der­ 
min ed him with the American authori­ 
ties. 
Resen tmen t ag ain st the Un ited 
States an d its citizen s flamed hig h, an d 
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SENATOR FALL. 
of the trag edy is most in terestin g . Mr. 
Holmes said: 
“Our train left Cbibuahua city Mon ­ 
day morn in g , Jan . 10, at about 11 
o’clock. 
The train was stopped at or 
about the Ran ch Baeza, a poin t about 
five miles w’est of San ta Ysabel, be­ 
tween 1:30 an d 2 o’clock th at after­ 
n oon . While the train was stan din g at 
the station of San ta Ysabel two armed 
Mexican s rode by an d scrutin ized the 
train . 
The Mexican passen g ers 
at 
San ta Ysabel told me afterw ard that 
the riders had In quired If there were 
an y soldiers on the train . 
“At the poin t of the massacre our 
train wn 3 stopped In a cut so that the 
last car was just in side of the cut. We 
were stopped by an other train , the 
fron t trucks of on e of the coal cars of 
which were seen to be off the track. 
This was the first W’e kn ew’ of a train 
precedin g us. There was n obody to be 
seen aroun d the train in fron t. 
“When our train was stopped New­ 
man an d I w’ere sittin g tog ether, an d 
Evan s came up an d looked out of our 
w’in dow. Evn us, Newman , M acHatton 
an d I then g ot off the train . Watson 
was either g ettin g off or about to do 
so, behin d 11s. when I looked back an d 
saw him. 
“Just after alig htin g 1 heard a volley 
of rifle shots from a poin t on the other 
side of the cut an d just above the 
train . Lookin g aroun d, I could see a 
bun ch of about twelve or fifteen men 
stan din g in a solid lin e, shoulder to 
shoulder, shootin g directly at us. They 
were fifty or seven ty-five feet away. 
The coach cut off my view’, so I could 
n ot see how’ man y ban dits there w’ere. 
The depth of the cut on the side n ear 
San ta Ysabel river at that poin t was 
about two feet On the- other side it 
was much g reater. To the rear of the 
train was an emban kmen t declin in g 
tow’flrd the river. 
Hid In Thick Bn shes. 
“Watson , after g ettin g off, ran tow­ 
ard the river. MacHatton an d I fol­ 
lowed. M acHatton fell. I do n ot kn ow 
W’hetber he w’as killed then or stripped. 
Watson kept run n in g , an d they w’ere 
still shootin g at him when I turn ed 
an d ran down g rade, where I fell In 
some brush, probably 100 feet from the 
rear of the train . I lay there perfectly 
quiet aiul looked aroun d an d could see 
the Mexican s shootin g in the direction 
In which Watson was run n in g . 
“I saw that they were n ot shootin g 1 
at me, an d, thin kin g they believed me . 
already dead, I took a chan ce an d 
crawled In to some thicker bushes. 1 . 
crawded throug h the bushes un til 1 
reached the ban k of the stream. I then 
made my way to a poin t probably 100 
yards from the train . There I lay un ­ 
der the ban k for half an hour an d 
heard shots by on es, twos an d threes. 
“I did n ot hear an y sort of g roan s or 
yells or cries from our American s. 
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SENATOR BORAH. 
the circumstan ces were ag g ravated by 
the recen t efforts, in which Mr. W at­ 
son was a director, for the open in g up 
of the min es. 
In advocatin g urmed in terven tion in 
con g ress, Sen ator Fall said In part: 
“If I were in the White House 1 
would g et the g reatest, big g est Ameri­ 
can flag I could fin d, an d I should put 
it on a g reat tall pole. 
I’d take those 
5,000 troops of ours at El Paso an d I’d 
put them ou train s en route for Chi­ 
huahua.

border lin e n ear Doug las, Ariz., an d 
eleven others were woun ded. I have 
n ever talked with an y on e who has 
had trouble in Mexico who did n ot say 
that the Mexican people expected at 
that time to see the American people. 
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In harmon y with their an cien t tradl 
tion s, en ter upon a decisive an d posi 
tive policy for the protection of the 
American citizen s. 
“W ith that in ciden t beg an that com 
promisin g sidesteppin g , procrastin at­ 
in g , apolog izin g an d un -American pol­ 
icy of leavin g the American citizen to 
strug g le for bimself ag aiust the ban ­ 
dits of an adjoin in g coun try. 
“We have bad five years of it, an d 
the culmin ation in my judg men t is n ot 
yet, althoug h we have carried to us 
the fact that American citizen s, each 
carryin g a passport, as i un derstan d, 
from the state departm en t or from its 
represen tative—n o 
doubt it

g reat con solation to them as they stood

An n oun cemen t of the capture of Gen 
eral Jose Rodrig uez, Gen eral Almeida 
an d several other Villa chieftain s by 
Carran za forces n ear Madera was re­ 
ceived with joy. 
Almeida was shot immediately, an d 
summary execution of Rodrig uez bad 
been ordered by Gen eral Gavlra, com 
man dln g the g arrison at Juarez. 
Rodrig uez an d his followers were 
taken by Maximo Marquez, a former 
Villa officer, who surren dered with the 
Chihuahua army. 
As Madera Is more 
than a hun dred miles n orth of the 
poin t where the American s were killed, 
it is believed that they hardly could 
have been con cern ed in the massacre. 
The details of the killin g of two 
addition al American s, Georg e F. Fear 
son an d Bert Kramer, ore as follows: 
Pearson , whose wife lives in Call 
forn ia, was caug ht out alon e In west 
era Chihuahua an d murdered. 
He 
started out a few mon ths ag o to pros­ 
pect close to the H earst ran ch. He had 
little mon ey with him. Gen eral Rodri 
g uez is said to have killed Pearson . 
K ram er hud lived in Mexico for man y 
years. 
He was taken from his home 
an d shot, supposedly by the same ban 
dlts who had made the attack on the 
American min ers.
